200 JOBS AT FI 
TEAM FACE AXE

MORE than 200 jobs hang in the 
balance after the Manor Formula 1 
team collapsed into administration 
after failing to secure fresh invest¬ 
ment. 

The team, which is based in Chalker 
Way on the outskirts of Banbury, is un¬ 
likely to feature in the upcoming season 
after Stephen Fitzpatrick called in ad¬ 
ministrator FRP Advisory. 

It has said that while no redundancies 
have been made yet at the 212-employee 
firm, the ongoing staff position is ‘de¬ 
pendent on whether new investment 
can be secured’. 

Staff at the Banbury factory were 
told on Friday morning about the move 
which took place as result of parent 
company Just Racing Serves Ltd being 
put into administration. 

In October 2014, the team was saved 
from a similar fate after going into 
administration in October, with Mr 
Fitzpatrick stepping in just days before 
the season started. 

Last week, Geoff Rowley, joint admin¬ 
istrator and partner at FRP Advisory, 
said: “The team has made significant

progress under its new ownership 
since the start of 2015. 

“But the position remains that oper¬ 
ating a FI team requires significant 
ongoing investment. 

“During recent months the manage¬ 
ment team has worked tirelessly to 
bring new investment to secure its 
long-term future, but regrettably has 
been unable to do so.” 

Banbury Town Council leader Ki- 
eron Mallon said: “This is obviously a 
blow for the town. 

“Manor has been in this position be¬ 
fore and sponsors have come forward, 


and we hope that a stable sponsor can 
be found again. 

“The fact that Banbury has less than 
one per cent of unemployment means 
that if some are lost permanently we 
can hopefully soften the blow. 

“Banbury being a hub for the motor- 
sport industries and hi-tech jobs, we 
hope that if a solution can’t be found 
the staff can be dedeployed in similar 
ways in and around the Banbury area.” 

Former show cars from the collapsed 
FI team Marussia’s factory in Over- 
thorpe Road were sold off at auction for 
a total of £106,000 in December 2014. 

The team, first known as Manor Grand 
Prix, had ceased trading in November. 
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School absence rates soaring 


Education chief could be 
called in after 202,000 
academic days are missed

A TOP education boss with the 
power to intervene in underper¬ 
forming schools could be asked 
to step in to fight absence rates. 

Banbury Academy had the high¬ 
est persistent absence rate in Ox¬ 
fordshire as county secondary 
school pupils missed a combined 
total of 202,000 days in the autumn 
and spring terms of the last aca¬ 
demic year - the most recent period 
figures are available for. 

In this time 4,319 pupils - 13.9 per 
cent - were classed as being persis¬ 
tently absent, meaning they missed 
at least 10 per cent of classes. 

This was above the national aver¬ 
age of 12.3 per cent, with Banbury 
Academy’s figure standing at 26 
per cent, meaning a quarter of all 
students at the school were persis¬ 
tently absent. 

Principal Sylvia Thomas, who 
joined the school in September, said 
she had since successfully tackled 
the problem. She said: “We have 
had a huge focus on it and we have 
got it down to 17 per cent and look¬ 
ing to get it down to 12 per cent by 
the end of the year. 

“We focus on having conversa¬ 
tions with parents. 

“We have quite a large group of 
Eastern European parents who 



have not been used to the need for 
attendance to be a high priority 

“It is about having one-on-ones 
with parents - that has made a huge 
difference. 

“The other strand is providing an 
environment that children want to 
come into. 

“If you miss large numbers of 
lessons you are just not getting the 
building blocks of your learning.” 

The equivalent of 38,000 school 
days were missed due to unauthor¬ 


ised absences - such as parents 
taking children on holiday without 
permission. 

The remaining 164,000 were au¬ 
thorised - such as illness. 

Last year we reported that in 
2014/15, four per cent of primary 
and second students were classed as 
being ‘persistently absent’ although 
this was the whole academic year 
and the threshold was 15 per cent of 
their total lessons missed. 

Oxfordshire County Council cabi¬ 


net member for education Steve 
Harrod said the issue may require 
regional schools commissioner 
Martin Post to step in. 

He said: “If we want attainment to 
continue to improve in Oxfordshire 
secondary schools, those schools 
need to tackle this as a priority. 

“The council has already written 
to schools offering to work with 
them to address the underlying 
causes of persistent absence, and 
many responded to set out what 



they were doing to address the prob¬ 
lem. The matter was also raised 
with headteachers and school gov¬ 
erning bodies over the summer. 

“We very much hope to see an 
improvement in absence rates as a 
result of this action, but if there is 
no improvement then there may be 
a case for the schools commissioner 
- as the appointed academies regu¬ 
lator-to step in.” 

The Oxfordshire Safeguarding 
Board is also examining the issue 
of persistent absences and will be 
reviewing the problem. The vast 
majority of secondary schools in 
Oxfordshire are now academies and 
are free from local authority con¬ 
trol. As a result Mr Post is respon¬ 
sible for maintaining standards and 
stepping in if they drop. 

Oxford University education ex¬ 
pert and county councillor Profes¬ 
sor John Howson said the regional 
schools commissioner should be 
involved immediately, adding: “The 
local authority does not have the 
handle on the schools that it used 
to.”

Man spends four days in 
hospital after bite on his

A RETIRED police officer 
has called for owners to keep 
control of their dogs after he 
was bitten. 

Paul Pueschel, 65, was walk¬ 
ing along Banbury High Street 
last month when a dog suddenly 
ran out and bit him on the ankle. 
The wound became infected. He 
spent four days in hospital and 
still requires treatment. 

The father-of-two said he was 
glad it had not been a child on 


the receiving end of the bite. He 
said: “It should never have hap¬ 
pened. I’ll get over it, but if that 
dog had attacked a child it could 
have had a serious psychological 
effect. 

“I’m a dog lover, but something 
like this would have probably 
given a child a fear of dogs for 
the rest of their life.” 

Mr Pueschel, a Freemason, 
was walking home after a lodge 
meeting in Banbury at about 
11.30pm. As he walked past a 
group of people, the dog ran up 
and grabbed him around the an¬ 
kle, wounding his leg. 

He described the attack as 
shocking and extremely painful. 
Mr Pueschel, who worked for 30 
years as a police officer, most of 
the time with Banbury CID, said 


the dog was small but was un¬ 
able to identify the breed. 

He said he managed to shake 
the dog off and spoke to the own¬ 
er, who acted surprised by her 
dog’s behaviour but did not offer 
an apology He called the police 
who arrived promptly and spoke 
to him and the dog’s owner. 

Mr Pueschel, who lives in 
Broome Way, Banbury, then went 
to the Horton General Hospital, 
where he was referred to the 
John Radcliffe Hospital in Head- 
ington. 

At one point, he was admitted 
as an inpatient at the JR for four 
days and is still making regular 
trips to the hospital for treat¬ 
ment to the infection in his an¬ 
kle. He described hospital staff 
as ‘first class.’ 


‘Suicidal’ knife woman 
tasered when arrested 


A 'SUICIDAL' woman who was 
tasered after making threats while 
clutching a blade has been handed 
a community order. 

Beth Curtin admitted holding a 
large kitchen knife and making 
threats after becoming 'agitated' 
while staying at Banbury Foyer 
supported housing. 

Police officers called to the scene 
felt threatened as they tried to 
approach the 19-year-old, Oxford 
Crown Court was told on 
Thursday. 

Deputy Circuit Judge Patrick 
Eccles QCtold Curtin he believed 
she did not intend to hurt anyone 
but warned her she could cause 
serious injury to others when 
holding a blade. 

He added: "You have a lot to 
cope with but you can't take out 
your anger and agitation and 
unhappiness on other people in 


the way that you have been 
showing." 

Defence barrister Claire Fraser 
said Curtin, of no fixed abode, did 
not threaten anyone with the knife 
but intended to self-harm after 
leaving her bedroom. 

Curtin, who has two convictions 
for three offences, regretted what 
took placed, the barrister added. 

She had been sectioned under 
the Mental Health Act twice in the 
past year and was diagnosed with 
a borderline personality disorder 
last January, Ms Fraser told the 
court. 

The barrister added: "She has 
had a difficult upbringing. She 
finds her emotions very difficult to 
control." 

Curtin, who admitted affray on 
May 23, was handed an 18-month 
community order, with a 40-day 
rehabilitation requirement. 


Crossing plan 
decision due 

PLANS for a toucan crossing near a 
new Waitrose in Banbury could be 
approved next week. 

The new shop on land west of 
Southam Road is expected to lead 
to a rise in pedestrians and cyclists 
crossing the road, Oxfordshire 
County Council said. 

It said a toucan crossing, signal 
controlled and for the use of both 
pedestrians and cyclists, would 
provide 'a safe and convenient 
crossing point'. 

A consultation took place from 
October 28 to November 27 last 
year. Only three responses were 
received, the council said. 

Two were objections due to 
concerns it would slow down 
traffic. Responding to this, the 
authority said: "Such delays are 
considered proportionate." 

A decision will be made at a 
meeting on Thursday, in County 
Hall, starting at 10am.

BUSINESS leaders are gathering 
today for the launch of this 
year's Oxfordshire Business 
Awards. 

Planning and preparation 
starts early for the prestigious 
awards contest, which will 
conclude with a glittering 
awards ceremony in the 
summer.

MP urges patients 
to record journeys 


People are asked to keep 
track of door-to-door time 
when visiting JR Hospital

PEOPLE travelling from 
North Oxfordshire to the 
John Radcliffe Hospital are 
being encouraged to record 
their overall door-to-door 
journey time as part of a 
campaign to protect services 
at the Horton General Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Banbury MP Victoria Prentis 
has met with Oxfordshire Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group and 
stated that journey times faced 
by her constituents - including 
how long it takes to park - must 
be included in statistics about 
travel to the JR. 

Since October, a downgrade 
of the Horton’s maternity unit 
has meant expectant mothers 
deemed ‘high-risk’ must travel 
to the JR to give birth. 

It also affects women who end 
up facing complications dur¬ 
ing delivery at the Horton, who 
must then be taken to Oxford by 
ambulance. 

In the past, Oxford Univer¬ 
sity Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust has said the journey time 
by ambulance is approximately

35 minutes, a strongly disputed 
figure. 

Mrs Prentis said: “Following 
the downgrade of the Horton 
maternity unit I remain ex¬ 
tremely concerned about travel 
times to the John Radcliffe. 

“The journey can be so unpre¬ 
dictable and parking times must 
be taken into account.” 

In the coming weeks a con¬ 
sultation on one half of the 
‘Oxfordshire Transformation 
Programme’, part of a wider 
sustainability and transfor¬ 
mation plan (STP) that could 


reshape the entire NHS in the 
county, will get under way - 
specifically looking at services 
delivered at the Horton and the 
site’s future. 

Mrs Prentis said: “These vari¬ 
ables need to be considered 
ahead of the consultation on 
NHS services in Oxfordshire. 

“It would be brilliant if as 
many people as possible get in¬ 
volved in the campaign to give 
us a good indication of true 
journey times from Banbury.” 

In a statement issued this 
week, Oxfordshire CCG said: 
“The CCG acknowledges the ini¬ 
tiative taken by Victoria Prentis 
MP for Banbury around health 
journey times, which will be 
considered alongside other data 
and information sources.” 

The campaign is open to any¬ 
one travelling from Banbury 
and the surrounding area to the 
JR for an appointment or to visit 
a relative. 

It involves filling out a short 
form about the journey and 
posting or emailing it to Mrs 
Prentis’s constituency office to 
be passed on to the CCG. 

Anyone travelling is also en¬ 
couraged to post photographs of 
themselves leaving and arriving 
on social media, with their over¬ 
all travel time, using the hashtag 
#Banbury2JR.

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link carpenters with local wood 


Project to 

IMAGINE if you could walk into 
Oxford’s new John Lewis store at 
the Westgate and buy a table made 
by a city carpenter from trees 
grown in Oxfordshire. That is the 
vision behind a new woodland man¬ 
agement plan for the whole county 
Forestry charity the Sylva Foun¬ 
dation, based in Long Wittenham, 
near Didcot, hopes to link carpen¬ 
ters and furniture shops with land- 
owners and conservation groups to 


make the best use of every wood¬ 
land, copse and tree and keep the 
wildlife happy at the same time. 

Sylva’s Alistair Yeomans em¬ 
barked on that mission this month 
by inviting letting agents from 
North Oxford Property Services 
(NOPS) down to plant some trees 
and also check out the work of the 
carpenters which the charity hosts 
at its base making local wood into 
fine furniture. 


Mr Yeomans, a chartered forester, 
says as much as 46 per cent of the 
county’s woodland is currently un¬ 
managed, meaning the landowner 
hasn’t even surveyed the habitat 
and decided to leave it to its own 
natural processes. 

But even cutting down trees can 
be good for some species, like the 
silver-washed fritillary butterfly 
which enjoys the dappled shade. 

What’s more, Sylva’s woodland 


management plan, nicknamed In a 
Nutshell, estimates that managing 
our woodland properly could gener¬ 
ate £5.5m in woodfuel and £25m for 
the joinery and furniture sector. 

A total of 13 Oxfordshire envi¬ 
ronmental groups, including Wild 
Oxfordshire, the Trust for Oxford¬ 
shire’s Environment and BBOWT 
helped draw up the In a Nutshell 
report at wildoxfordshire.org.uk/ 
biodiversity/habitats-and-species

THE Banbury branch of baby 
equipment, clothing and toy chain 
Mothercare has announced it will 
close next week. 

The High Street store will close its 
doors for the last time next Saturday 


after the conclusion of its January sale 
and is not set to relocate anywhere else 
in the town. 

It is not known how many jobs will be 
affected but spokeswoman Noella Dixon 
said the move was part of a broader 
shift in the company’s focus. 

She said: “Mothercare Banbury will 
close on Saturday, January 21,2017. 

“We will be emailing our customers in 
the local area to advise of the changes 
and provide details of their nearest 
store. 

“We greatly value all our customers in 
the area and would like to thank them 
for their continued loyalty and support 


for Mothercare. Whilst we regret the 
closure of the store, it is part of a larger 
transformation plan for our business.” 

In November last year, the retailer an¬ 
nounced a major loss in its home mar¬ 
ket, reporting an £800,000 pre-tax loss 
in the first half of the year and £8.8m 
debts overall. 

The firm is also reportedly planning 
to become a digitally-led business and is 
investing in its store layout and global 
supply chain. 

Parents and parents-to-be looking to 
buy supplies can try the Argos at Ban¬ 
bury Retail Park or Merry Go Round in 
Adderbury. 


Call for snow wardens as temperatures plummet 


VOLUNTEER 'snow wardens' 
to keep roads free of snow and 
ice are being sought by 
Banbury Town Council after 
temperatures plunged last 
week. 

A weather warning was 
issued by the Met Office last 
Thursday ahead of the coldest 
temperatures in England's 
winter so far, with -8C recorded 
in South Oxfordshire. 

In Banbury, the council is 
extending a snow warden 
scheme which has been 
running since 2013, but rarely 


used in practice. The project 
sees community-minded men 
and women organise the 
gritting of roads and 
pavements in areas where 
they live. 

Businesses in Banbury are 
also asked to get involved by 
gritting the roads and 
pavements in front of their 
premises. 

ABout 80 wardens are in 
place but have rarely been 
called into action because of a 
succession of mild winters. 

This year ice has already 


been a problem and more 
wardens are needed to be on 
stand-by. 

Kieron Mallon, leader of the 
town council, said: "Snow 
wardens are valued members 
of the community. They keep 
roads, pavements and 
footpaths safer for everyone 
throughout the winter - 
particularly elderly and 
vulnerable residents who 
cannot help themselves. 

"Wardens help keep the 
town moving at times when 
snow and ice could restrict 


travel to and from work, 
schools and shops. 

"Councils do their best to 
keep roads and pavements 
safe but most people realise 
they cannot get everywhere 
instantly - but on-the-spot 
volunteers can act straight 
away." 

Everything needed by 
volunteers for the task, as well 
as training, will be provided by 
the council.

Community groups 
receive funding aid 


THOUSANDS of pounds worth 
of support has been doled out 
to community groups in the 
Banbury area courtesy of the 
Midcounties Co-Operative.

"Ellen Hinde Hall, the Sunrise 
Multicultural Project and 
Bodicote Sports Youth Football 
Club are all organisations that 
offer benefits to the community 
not only in terms of promoting 
physical wellbeing but by 
providing local people with a 
space in which to socialise.

Fears over ‘isolation’ of aged 


CONCERNS that closures of day 
centres across the county will 
leave elderly people isolated and 
priced out of care will be put to 
the county council's cabinet. 

The council's scrutiny 
committee last week raised 
issues over what proposed new 
models for daytime support 
services would mean for the 
county's most vulnerably elderly. 

Volunteer Link-Up, an 
organisation in West Oxfordshire 
which provides a range of 


services, could lose its £30,000 
county council grant. 

Eynsham councillor Charles 
Mathew said: "The council is 
making it more and more 
difficult for elderly people to 
exist." 

It was revealed at the 
committee meeting that 
without subsidy a daily visit to a 
day centre could soon 
cost £40. 

A decision will be made at a 
later date.

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Crews' busy 
festive time 

THE festive period may be a 
time for relaxation, over- 
indulgence and holidays but 
for some it is their busiest time 
of year. 

South Central Ambulance 
Service (SCAS) was out in force 
over Christmas and New Year 
to make sure everyone 
remained safe. 

The ambulance service 
recorded that from Christmas 
Eve to the bank holiday 
Tuesday it was 11.5 percent 
busier than it was in 2015 
across Oxfordshire, 
Buckinghamshire, Berkshire 
and Hampshire. 

Its busiest day in the week 
between Christmas and New 
Year was Tuesday, with a total 
of 1,743 incidents attended on 
that day alone. 

Figures for Oxfordshire 
revealed that in the week 
leading up to New Year's Day, 
there was an increase in 
incidents from 984 in 2015 to 
1,058 in 2016. 

Michelle Archer, 
spokeswoman for SCAS, said 
the 33 per cent increase from 
191 incidents in 2015 to 255 in 
2016 were because the 
celebratory nightfell on a 
Saturday. She said the service 
had received more calls this 
holiday. 

She added: "We had an 
increase in the number of 111 
calls and as a result an 
additional number of calls were 
passed on to 999 which 
required ambulance 
attendance, which we do not 
receive on a weekday."

Hospital A&Es hit 
as crisis worsens 


‘Deterioration’ in waiting 
times as patients remain 
in parked ambulances

HEALTH bosses are urging 
the public to only go to A&E 
in an emergency as a worsen¬ 
ing winter crisis has put Ox¬ 
fordshire’s hospitals on alert. 

The second highest level of 
warning has been in place across 
the county’s hospitals since De¬ 
cember 19. 

Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
said that on the Tuesday after 
Christmas, casualty units were 
the busiest in their history. 

The alert in place for Oxford¬ 
shire signals ‘severe deteriora¬ 
tion’ in A&E waiting times or a 
significant lack of beds. 

It is also put in place when 
handovers from the ambulance 
service are ‘significantly com¬ 
promised’, with patients waiting 
an hour or more in parked ambu¬ 
lances. 

A nurse working at Oxford’s 
John Radcliffe Hospital, who 
asked not to be named, said there 
had been a ‘noticeable’ build-up 
during December. 

He said: “Christmas Day was 


one of the most challenging 
shifts I have ever had. It tends 
to be quieter, with only the most 
serious cases in, but it was ex¬ 
tremely challenging. 

“Since then pretty much every 
shift has been difficult. It’s not 
particularly that there are more 
patients, but the problem has 
been a lack of flow around the 
hospital. 

“Everything that can be done 
has been done and the teamwork 
is amazing. 

“When it comes down to the 
actual job, everybody works ex¬ 
tremely hard. 

“But unfortunately it’s a case 
of funding and cuts to social care 
over a period of time.” 

Patients have reported lengthy 
waits at A&E departments in Ox¬ 
ford and Banbury. 

Dr Tony Berendt, medical di¬ 
rector at Oxford University Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Foundation Trust, 
said: “Our emergency depart¬ 
ments have been under sustained 
heavy pressure since Christmas, 
linked to a sharp increase in flu 
cases, particularly in older peo¬ 
ple. 

“Whilst the situation is still 
manageable it is important we 
all try to use emergency depart¬ 
ments only for emergencies.” 

The trust didn’t answer all of 
our questions about the situa¬ 


tion but communications man¬ 
ager Roy Probert said: “It is not 
unusual for us to be experiencing 
high demand for our services at 
this time of year. However, we 
are seeing a sustained increase 
in demand for our emergency 
services, therefore, we decided 
to remind the people in Oxford¬ 
shire to stop and consider all the 
options available to them before 
deciding to go to an emergency 
department.” 

According to NHS England fig¬ 
ures, between December 1 and 
January 1 a total of 11,792 people 
have attended A&E at the John 
Radcliffe and the Horton General 
hospitals. 

This compares to 10,914 in 
September, 10,576 in August and 
10,401 in April. 

No information on beds was 
available for Monday, Decem¬ 
ber 19, the day the alert came 
into effect, but on the Tuesday 
a total of 1,039 out of 1,129 trust 
beds were occupied - a total of 
92 per cent, above the 85 per cent 
recommended by NHS Improve¬ 
ment for the winter period. In 
recent weeks patients have taken 
to social media to express their 
concerns, with Ayshia Heritage 
reporting a ‘very full’ JR on De¬ 
cember 16 after claiming to have 
waited six hours for a bed for a 
relative.

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Hundreds 
take on dry 
challenge

HUNDREDS of people in 
Oxfordshire are now tak¬ 
ing part in a month-long 
new year battle to ditch 
the booze - and others are 
being urged to join them. 

Staff and elected members 
of Oxfordshire County Coun¬ 
cil have joined forces to take 
part in Dry January and 
avoid alcohol for 31 days. 

Now in its sixth year, the 
challenge sees national char¬ 
ity Alcohol Concern throw 
down the gauntlet to drinkers 
to improve their health and 
well-being. 

County council leader Ian 
Hudspeth, a regular partici¬ 
pant, said he had found previ¬ 
ous years ‘relatively easier’ 
than 2017, but he expected to 
be able to pull through. 

He said: “Perhaps the big¬ 
gest challenge is finding dif¬ 
ferent substitute drinks that 
do have flavour, without hav¬ 
ing too much sugar. Some¬ 
times people feel obliged to 
do it for charity but it’s a per¬ 
sonal challenge for me.” 

The Dry January challenge 
encourages people to reassess 
their relationship with alco¬ 
hol and get healthier, with 
many saving money along the 
way. 

Some 12,000 charities - eve¬ 
ry one registered on the Vir¬ 
gin Money Giving database 
- are set to benefit from spon¬ 


sorship this year. Mr Huds¬ 
peth said: “It’s important we 
all take a break at some stage 
and it seems like a good op¬ 
portunity while everybody 
else is doing it. 

“I did it a few years ago and 
found it very useful, and it did 
actually mean I cut down my 
alcohol intake for the rest of 
the year, and felt better. 

“A lot of people think ‘Can 
you really do it?’ Of course 
you can. It’s just a question 
of having a bit of determina¬ 
tion.” 

Following an event hosted 
in Oxford by Alcohol Concern 
last month, 47 staff members 
at the county council signed 
up to Dry January. 

Jackie Wilder spin, the coun¬ 
cil’s public health specialist, 
said: “After all the Christmas 
celebrations and festivities it 
felt like the right time to give 
myself a break. 

“I’m only four days in so it’s 
not really been too challeng¬ 
ing so far, but knowing the 
benefits drinking less alco¬ 
hol can have - saving money, 
getting a better night’s sleep 
and generally feeling health¬ 
ier - will definitely keep me 
motivated if it gets more dif¬ 
ficult.” 

Firefighters and staff across 
Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service are also gearing up 
for an abstemious month. 

Rob MacDougall, assistant 
chief fire officer at Oxford¬ 
shire County Council Fire 
and Rescue Service, said: “I 
overindulged at Christmas 
and have a service fitness test 
in January, the dreaded bleep 
test, so Dry January felt like 
a good way to improve my 
health and fitness.” 


PM's plan to reform mental health care is welcomed 


A CHARITY in Oxfordshire is pleased with 
the Prime Minister’s proposal to transform 
mental health support. 

Theresa May last week announced 
reforms to mental health care in the UK, 
including further training for teachers, extra 
support in the workplace and an additional 
£15m for community care. 

Oxfordshire Mind said it was pleased with 
the PM’s plans to address ‘everyday 
injustices’ in mental healthcare. 

Paul Farmer, chief executive of Mind, 
helped shape the reforms and, together 


with Lord Dennis Stevenson, will be leading 
a review. 

Oxfordshire Mind CEO Dan Knowles said: 
“Although stigma in mental health has 
reduced substantially, we all need to work 
together to ensure it is eradicated. 

“Much good work goes on every day, 
however the need for improved mental 
health services in Oxfordshire remains a 
significant challenge.” 

Mr Knowles said the charity was 
particularly pleased with the focus on 
support for schools, the partner-based 


approach to mental health in the workplace 
and further investment in digital mental 
health. 

He said: “Oxfordshire Mind has been a 
pioneer for over a decade in the delivery of 
guided self-help and associated services 
through the TalkingSpace Plus partnership. 

“Therefore we strongly believe that digital 
therapy has a role. 

“We also strongly believe it should not 
replace face-to-face help for those who 
need it.”

Only three fined for fly-tipping 



‘Selfish’ people blighting 
county despite new powers 
to give on-the-spot penalties

‘SELFISH and reckless’ people 
are blighting the environment 
by dumping their waste across 
Oxfordshire. 

That’s the message from council¬ 
lors who are urging the public to 
properly dispose of their rubbish in 
the war against fly-tipping. 

It comes as new figures reveal just 
three on-the-spot fines were dished 
out to culprits in the county last 
year. This is despite new powers 
given to councils last May to issue 
fixed penalty notices between £150 
and £400 to fly-tippers. 

Oxford City Council leader Bob 
Price said the problem was the per¬ 
petrator had to be caught in the act. 

He added: “For us the best way 
to tackle fly-tipping is prevention 
rather than cure. And I think by 
providing facilities for people and 
industrial companies to get rid of 
their waste - that is the best way to 
tackle the problem.” 

New figures also revealed West 
Oxfordshire handed out just one 
£400 notice last year and South Ox¬ 
fordshire District Council dished 
out two, although it could not con¬ 
firm how much they were. 

There were however a number 
of prosecutions against fly-tippers 
leading to defendants paying fines. 


This is despite thousands of re¬ 
ported incidents across the county 
including almost 2,000 in Oxford, 
costing the taxpayer money 


Mr Price added: “Before the pow¬ 
ers were introduced we would fine 
people who had been fly-tipping by 
going through the courts. 


“For that you can gather evidence 
and speak to witnesses. 

“But you have to actually catch 
the person fly-tipping before you is¬ 


sue a fixed penalty notice, which is 
obviously a lot harder to do without 
having someone stationed around 
different points in the city waiting 
for it to happen.” 

Tony Harbour, member for the 
environment at South Oxfordshire 
District Council, said fixed penalty 
notices were used alongside exist¬ 
ing powers as an additional deter¬ 
rent against fly tipping. 

He added: “Fly-tipping is really 
not worth it, you will get caught, 
and you will end up paying the 
price. We live in a beautiful area of 
the country and we do not want it 
being blighted by selfish and reck¬ 
less individuals.” 

Concerns have previously been 
raised about an increase in fly-tip¬ 
ping in Oxfordshire due to changes 
at the county’s household waste re¬ 
cycling centres. 

From October more control will 
be handed to private contractors 
with new charges introduced. 

People are set to be charged be¬ 
tween £2 and £4 for DIY items such 
as rubble. 

The council currently operates 
seven sites: Redbridge in Oxford, 
Dix Pit near Stanton Harcourt, 
Drayton, Oakley Wood near Wall¬ 
ingford, Alkerton near Banbury 
and Faringdon Road in Stanford in 
the Vale. 

Oxfordshire County Council has 
also proposed allowing a 25 per cent 
cut to opening times - excluding 
weekends.

LA LA LAND (12A, 128 mins) 
Musical/Romance/Drama. Ryan 
Gosling, Emma Stone, John

THE frenzied expectation 
surrounding writer-director 
Damien Chazelle’s musical love 
story was deafening before La 
La Land won a record seven 
Golden Globe awards. 

His impeccably crafted follow¬ 
up to Whiplash is now firmly 
installed as the frontrunner for 
glory at next month’s Oscars, 
and already has one trembling 
hand on the coveted golden 
statuettes for Best Picture and 
Best Director. 

The feverish hype is fully 
justified. 

La La Land is a visually 
sumptuous, unabashedly 
swooning valentine to the 
golden age of Hollywood 
musicals, artfully constructed 
on a foundation of distinctly 
modern sensibilities. 

Yes, characters burst into 
catchy songs composed by 
Justin Hurwitz, with snappy 
lyrics by Benj Pasek and Justin 
Paul, to express their churning 
emotions, while their bodies tap, 
pirouette, twist and jive to 
Mandy Moore’s expressive 
choreography. 

Aspiring actress Mia (Emma 
Stone) works as a barista in 
between auditions, which 
repeatedly end in rejection. 

On a traffic-jammed Los 
Angeles freeway, she crosses 
paths with talented pianist 
Sebastian (Ryan Gosling), who 
reveres jazz in its purest form, 
but is forced to play saccharine 
standards by restaurant owner 
Bill (JK Simmons). 

“I hate jazz,” Mia tells 
Sebastian after they meet at a 
party in the Hollywood hills, 
where they share dreams for the 
future. 

Sebastian is convinced he can 
spearhead a new appreciation 
for music until an old classmate, 
Keith (John Legend), questions 
his devotion to masters of a 


bygone era. While Mia prepares 
to stage her semi- 
autobiographical one-woman 
show So Long, Boulder City, 
Sebastian agrees to play 
keyboard in Keith’s soulless, 
chart-friendly band The 
Messengers. 

Frustrations between the 
couple come to a head in a 
fractious to and fro about 
artistic integrity 

“Since when do you care so 
much about being liked?” snarls 
Mia. 

“You’re an actress!” Sebastian 
angrily reminds her, 
introducing pot to black kettle. 

La La Land is a perfect 
marriage of directorial brio, 
tour-de-force performance and 
jaw-dropping production design. 

Gosling and Stone are 
individually luminous and 
electrifying as a double-act in 
high energy song and dance 
sequences. 

Both are gifted emotionally 
wrought solos that galvanize 
Sebastian and Mia’s perilously 
fragile romance. 

Chazelle’s film is a bitter and 
sweet confection in equal doses, 
laced with dry wit and an 
appreciation for the tug of war 
between love and career 
advancement that necessitates 
painful self-sacrifices for either 
side to triumph.

THIS is a brilliantly drawn 
tragicomic farce about life in 
Nigeria. Nothing evades Onuzo's 
biting prose and whipsmart 
humour. From the allegedly corrupt 
ministers who run the country, 
to the BBC journalists covering 
breaking news, and from the 
idealistic newspaper editor trying 
to hold the country to account, to 
the army officer who would rather 
be homeless than follow orders, all 
show the multifaceted humanity 
of Lagos. The story focuses on five 
runaways. When they choose an 
abandoned flat as their squat, it 
sets off a chain of farcical events 
that lead to the arrest of school 
headmasters, a newspaper's offices 
being burnt down, the death of a 
minister and the undoing of the 
Nigerian government. This fantastic 
novel peels back the beating heart 


of a complex, beautiful country. 
Well worth reading.

Dalila does for the Home Office 
what /, Daniel Blake did for the 
Department of Work and Pensions, 
documenting the effects on an 
individual of bureaucracy. A young 
Kenyan woman, enslaved and with 
her family murdered, claims asylum 
in Britain and learns that entering 
the country is only the first part 
of the fight. Shipped to Scotland 
and plunged into interviews and 
restrictions, she faces the violence 
of her past in settings as inhuman 
as those she left behind. Author 
Jason Donald, once a migrant 
himself, juxtaposes the cultures of 
Nairobi and Glasgow and has found 
a story befitting of his empathy. 
Dalila shines a light on the side 
of the migration story that never 
makes the news.

IT'S comforting to think women 
accused of murder are tried on 
evidence, rather than looks or 
sexual behaviour. But as the 
Amanda Knox case proves, that's 
not the case - making Emma Flint's 
debut novel sharply relevant. Set 
in 1965, it tells the story of wife 
and mother Ruth Malone. When 
her two young children are found 
dead, her refusal to show grief 
makes her the prime suspect. Her 
cocktail waitress job and extra¬ 
marital flings condemn her in the 
eyes of detectives and the public. 
Watching her is reporter Pete 
Wonicke, who is torn between 
condemnation and obsession. 
Newcastle-born author Flint was 
inspired by the 1965 case of Alice 
Crimmins, whose brassy looks led 
to trial by media. The fact that so 
little has changed since, gives this 
gripping tale extra poignancy.

£23,000 and £25,000 for a new 
graduate.

£29,000 or more in the first few 


years, depending on the field. 

You can find yourself working 
with children and families, those 
with addiction issues, the elder¬ 
ly or individuals with a mental 
health diagnosis. 

This means empathy and com¬ 
munication skills are naturally 
great personal attributes to 
bring to the job.
